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Towards the close of the Revolutionary war, the ‘time honored warrior” of 
the following stanzas, incapacitated for further service,retired upon a pension to 
his native village. Here a lovely daughter the only surviving solace of his ageywWas 
married to a young and promising officer, who fell on the ensanguined plains of 
Yorktown, The youthful and broken hearted widow, soon followed him to the silent 
tomb, leaving an Orphan Boy. Then the old man wept long and bitterly; his aged 


eyes grew dim and dry, his sight was gone forever, It was at the close of a sweet 


summer day, that I beheld them thus seated,an affecting picture of age and infancy,
